Roe's Welcome is a famous hunting 
place for t h e great polar whale, o r 
"bowhead," as the sailors call it, says; 
St. 
Nicholas. 
T h i s 
huge 
whale, 
which 
is 
indeed 
immense 
in 
size, 
often 
makee 
his home amoaK 
the- 
great ice i)acks and ice fields of 
t h e 
polar seas, and a goodly quantity of 
these it finds in Roe's Welcome. 
B u t 
these ice packs, swinging to and 
fro 
with the 
tides, currents, and 
winds^v 
in such 
a narrow inlet as this, ren- 
der navigation 
dangerous 
even 
for 
the 
stanch 
whale 
ships, and 
t h e y 
generally make 
their fishing grounde^ 
ofC the lower mouth of tbe great 
in- 
let, where t h e cruising is much safer,, 
if not so 
profitable. 
Occasionally» 
when 
some exceptionally good 
ice- 
master Is in charge of a whaler, ho^ 
dashes into the better fishing grounds 
for a short cruise; another, less 
skill- 
ful, lured by brighter 
prospects 
or 
discouraged by a poor catch 
outside, 
enters the inlet and either reaps a», 
rich harvest or oil and bone or wrecks 
his vessel. 
Or he may escape after

pieces''were made for chest and neck, a. 
well as the hair, writh a mask for tne 
face, which often resembled the features 
of the dead. 


These peculiar coverings were made 
of several pieces of fine linen, whicn 
were glued together and pressed into a 
mould, then bedaubed with several lay- 
ers of plasters, over which the artists 
traced the most peculiar characteristics 
of the defunct. 
Each bust is composed 
of several pieces, the face 
comprising 
one which is painted in deep yellow aud 
ocher tints, as iu the ease of the Egyp- 
tian statues.

palm. 
He says that the canyon has never

Cocopah 
Indians 
were 
there gathering the fruit of the palms 
and pine nuts.

kange. 
The drop is 53-<:0 feet in 
three 
miles. 
Dead Indian ponies and horse 
skeletons hned the way. 
The formation 
from the bottom of the terrible canyon 
to the saw-toothed backbone is clean and 
pure granite. 
Along the canyon 
is a 
tumbling cascade of pure mountain water, 
and on either side for miles are groves oi 
the pretty blue palm,—Boston Transcript. 


Care of Slreet Traos. 


Street trees sometimes need pruning. 
If, however, they have been 
originally 
well selected a small knife will 
be all 
that is necessary for a few years to re- 
move an occasional branch that starts 
out in the wrong place. 
There is rarely 
any necessity of cutting ott a large limb. 
Is this necessity eiver does come the limb 
should be cut off close to the trunk and 
the place smoothed over and painted, bo 
that 
the 
wound 
will 
be 
ultimately 
covered with healthy bark. 
Wo have 
often explained that wherever a stub is 
left this mu3t inevitably die, and as the 
trunk: grows 
about 
it there will be a 
plug 
of rotted wood where the branch 
originally grew, and the disease will eat 
inward 
and 
downward 
as the water 
soaks 
in 
from without. 
After street 
trees have attained mature size pruning 
is rarely needed beyond the 
occasional 
cutting away of a dead branch or the re- 
moval of one which interferes with 
that must necessarily be painful to us ' other,—Garden and Forest, 
both."

tion. 
Not i\ tub oily and all in very 
fine 
flavor. 
Ordinary goods hold their 
own and deteriorate very little. 
Re- 
peated experiments have shown us that 
butter frozen will stand up longer after 
being taken out of the freezer than th'it 
held in the cold storage, 
A certain 
amount of fermentation takes place in 
the cold storage butter that is prevented 
by the freezing process, and when the 
butter is taken from tho freezer it has 
better keeping qualities than butter hold 
in ordinary 
cold 
storage.—Creamery 
Journal.

in fact, you can scarcely 
choose amiss m selecting any species or 
vaj'iety of 
the climbing 
honeysuckles, 
although there arc some more desirable 
than others. 
But for a 
very rapid and 
Blender growing vine we do

know 
any that excels the Akebia quinativ from 
Japan. Its leaves arc of a dark rich green 
color, and they appear 
early in 
sprins: 
and hang on until very cold weather in 
the autumn or early winter. 
Its flowers 
ure of a dark purple color, and produced 
in pendulum clusters. 
The 
plants 
are 
now plentiful in nurseries, and 
may be 
obtained very 
cheap.—New York Sun, 


Six Berkshire pigs, born 
March 
10, 
wore selected for the cxpcnmcnts. 
Up 
to September 
1 they were given slops 
from tho kitchen, with shorts added, in 
sufficient quantity 
to keep them in a 
vigorous growing condition. 
Grass and 
clover pasture would be excellent, but 
these were l3ot available 
and not iurn- 
ished. 
Nothing seems better for keep- 
ing young pigs growing to their 
fullest 
capacity than shorts and ^inc middliniis. 


The feeding experiment began 
Sep- 
tember 1 and ended December 29, mak- 
ing 12U days. 
The 
hours for 
feedini; 
were 8 a. m. and 5 p. m. 
Charcoal wag 
given two or three times a week. 
An 
ciTort 
was made 
to 
use such 
food as 
could be obtained on the farms of 
Ore» 
gon. 
These were choppcd oats, 
whole 
oats, whole wheat, barley and a mixture 
one-fourth each of ground wheat, barley, 
oats 
and 
shorts. 
Tne 
rations were 
mixed with enough water to wet them 
up thoroughly 
and 
allowed 
to 
stand 
until the next feeding hour, 
Tho mix- 
ture of ground feed was 
the 
one 
best 
relished. 


The chief points of interest developed 
were that in the dry excrement 
of pigs 
fed on whole oats and wheat 
much 
of 
the grain was passed to all 
appearances 
wholly undigested. 
Very 
slight gains 
were made from chopped or whole 
oats 
olone. 
The 
above 
seems to 
indicate 
that the fcedin^T of whole grain to pigs, 
wherever it may be practioed, 
must 
be 
wasteful.

per cent, of lean meat in the 
samples., 
The texture of the meat in this lot 
was 
all that could be 
desired. 
In

A photograph of similar cuts from a pig

more in the corn-fed pork than in those

HOSIE-itADE BROAD TinB WA.00N3. 
There are ten or twelve wasrons in our 
town having old mowing-machine wheels 
on the running gear, writes W. H. Mat- 
thews, of Vermont. 
These wheels and 
axles cost only the price of old iron. 
The hay rack is only thirty-six 
inches 
high, and when manure or other loads 
are drawn, the body is only three inches 
higher than the axles, 
I have 
drawn 
many 
loads of hay with my rig on 
ground so soft 
that an ordinary 
tiro 
would not be supported. 


The mowing-machine axle is cut in 
two in the middle and holes punched 
in the ends, and bands or clasps placed 
around a wooden axletree in order to 
make the axle long enough for a wagon 
body between the wheels. 
The cogs on 
the outside of the wheels arc cut. off 
with the hammer or cold chisel, so that 
tho rims are smooth. 
I have cut them 
from twenty wheels without breaking a 
rim. 
The bolsters are made the same 
lize as those of my wagon, so any box 
or rack may set on. 
This wagon saves 
hard or heavy lifting and is used almost 
entirely on the 
farm. 
Owing to the 
broad tires one horse can draw a heavier 
load than two with the ordinary wagon, 
[ also have a stonoboat on four of the 
wheels which I use a great deal. 
It is 
hung under the axles» about six 
inches 
from the ground, and saves all heavy 
lifting,—Farm, Field and Fireside, 


FATTENING TIGS WITHOUT COKIT. 


Corn, the great pork-produeing 
food 
of the middle Western 
States, cannot 
enter 
into 
the problem of pig feeding 
throughout 
a greater 
portion of the 
State of Oregon, 
Hence the attempt of 
the Oregon Station to demonstrate the 
luccess of feeding pigs without tho aid 
of this highly carbonaceous food has an 
interest it would not otherwise 
possess. 
No very definite conclusion 
was 
fully 
realized, yet it is said that some points 
were established which are very encourr- 
aging to those who wish to make 
pig 
feeding in Oregon one of the important 
factors of the farm.

not so necessary with geese. 


To be certain of a good supply of eggi 
in winter the pullets should be at least 
nine or ten months old and then be well 
fed and comfortably sheltered. 


Dampness injures seeds by promoting 
the growth of fungi, which attack the 
vitality of the seed; hence one reason 
for keeping them in a dry place. 


It is always considered by good breed, 
ers that the last eggs of a hen's clutch 
are not nearly so fertile as the first, nor 
are the chickens so strong and healthy.

Often a most danirerous acid is 
formed by the chemical action of the air 
apon the soldering of the cans. 


It is this acid, indeed, which is respon» 
jible for much of the prejudice a^ainsl 
canned food. 
Many of the reported ac- 
cidents would,if they could be tborouijrhly 
'investi^jated, be found to have resulted 
from kitchen carelessness. 
The t h r i f t j 
cook who, wishing everythinj* in ample 
time, opens her can of corn or pears an 
hour or more before it is put into the 
saucepan exposes the family to a dangei 
which is none the less serious because 
usually avoided. 
Open the cans if neces- 
sary, but empty their contenfs at once, 
and never set a remnant away in them foi 
future use.—New York Times.

KITCHEN NECESSITIES. 


When one expects good service, it is 
an important item that suitable utensils 
iiad equipments be provided. 
Many a 
housemaid wastes hours of her time every 
week in the almost hopeless search for 
dusters, scrubbing cloths and the thou- 
sand and one bits of fabric that 
one 
must have 
about the kitchen. 
Miny 
housekeepers do not seem to realize that 
there are many 
things that require a 
little piece of rac or, possibly, very soft 
paper. 
Odds and ends of cloth of all 
Borts are thrown away, torn up or, as 
one over-thrifty woman used to do, put 
into the heater. 
Indeed, iu more than 
one family the appetite of the hot air- 
furnace is insatiable, and has been for 
years fed with articles of great value, if 
property utilized. 


There^. should be special 
cloths for 
lamps, windows, paint, floors and stoves. 
For these 
latter, worn and otherwise 
useless lamp and floor cloths are desira- 
ble. 
When 
these cloths are of little 
value for their legitimate purpose, they 
should be thrown into a dish of strong 
soda water and boiled for half an hour, 
when they may be rinsed and put up to 
dry. 
They are then useful for rubbing 
the stove, the hearth or the grates, after 
which they may still do service in 
kiu- 
dlinsi the Are. 


The ^ood housekeeper rarely finds it 
necessary to throw anything away. 
Her 
economy, however, 
consists largely in 
startuj^ ri^^ht and making one article do 
the woric of half a dozen. 
Old musim 
may be first used as wuidow cloths, then 
go through the various stai^es of paint, 
lamp and stove clotns just as well as not. 
Instead of this, we often see the hearth 
and grates rubbed with bits of 
snowy- 
white muslin or cambric caught up in a 
hurry, because there is neither system 
nor economy about the house.

Apple Salad—One quart of steamed 
apples rub jed through a sieve, six table- 
spoons of salad oil or 
melted butter, 
salt and pepper to taste, one teaspoon 
made mustard, and one teaspoon sugar.

ejocoiate, two 
teuspoonfuls of cocoa 
powder, some vanilla 
flavoring, 
three 
and a half ounces of cornstarcn, and fin- 
ally the snow of the whites of six eggs. 
Bake in a form like preceding cakes, but 
let the oven be hot. 
It will take about 
three-quarters of an hour lo bake. 


Parker House Uolls—Dissolve in
